What There is in Wheat- 

The wheat grain is a fruit coiisisl- 
ingof a seed and lis coverings. All 
the middle part of the grain is ocru- 
pioil by large, thill cells, full of a 
powdery substance, which contains 
nearly all tbe slarcli of tbe wheal. 
Oiilsiile the cciHral slarehy mass is a 
single row of squarish cells tilled witli 
yellowish inatcriiil, veryrieli in nitro- 
genous, that Is, flesh-forming mailer. 
Ueyond this again tliere aro six thin 
coals of enveriiig, containing niiicli 
mineral nmlter, both of potash and 
idiospliales. Tbe oiileriiiosi coal is of 
bnt lillle value. Tbe mill products 
of these covering of Ihe seed are pe- 
culiarly rich in nutriment, aud One 
flower Is rubbed of a large percent- 
age of valuable and nnlrfcious food. 
Middling not only contain more 
fibrin and mineral matter than fine 
flour, but also more fat. The fib|;ons 
matter, or outer coat,, which is indi- 
gestible, forms one-slxlh of ihobran, 
bnt not one-hnndrctli oflhe fine flour. 
Wheat contains the greatest ijunnlily 
o' gluten and the sniallesl of starch'; 
rye, a mcdinm proporlion of lioih, 
while In barley, oats, and corn, the 
largest proporlion of starch and the 
smallest of gluten are to ho found, 
in praclico 100 ponnds of flonrwill 
make from 133 to 137 ponnds of 
bread, a good average being W> 
pounds; hence a barrel of 1D6 pounds 
should yield 226 one-pound loaves.— 
Amtrlean Miller.

Peach Pickles. — I'aro the peaches, 
sliek a clove iu i-ach, or, if piofcried, 
put them in the sirup; till an eartlicii 
jar with peaches, packed; fill np with 
sirup made ol while or brown sugar, 
and in a short time yon will have 
pickles fit to tempt the fastidious lasie 
of tlieguds. To keep well seal air 
light. 

Marmalade of Mixed Frnils. — Paie 
equal nuantilics of apples, jiears, 
peaches and tpiinces; cut them line 
and put thorn to boil with a pint ol 
water to sis jwnnds of fruit; let them 
(,'ook tlioroiiglily; take onl and mash 
n;ell; clean the kettle and pnt them 
back w ith half their weight in sugar 
aud cook slowly two hours. 

To Pioklo Beans. — Prepare them 
the same as to conk for the table; 
that is, string and break between each 
bean; wash, put on to j'oil, cuok till 
tluy la'gia to bnr.it open, lake off. 
cool them, tliea salt as to use Iresli, 
pack away iu a stone jar or nice tub, 
add toleiahle uei^lit; then prepare a 
weak brine and ponr over; cover, and 
ill a few weeks they will bu sniii. 

Bpiced .Vpples.--Kig!it ponmis of 
apples, pared and ipiaiteied; four 
pounds sugar, one quart vinegar, one 
ounce ol stick cinnamon, one-half 
ounce doves, l;,iil the vinegar, Migar 
and spice together; |>iu in the ajiples 
while boiling and let them remain un- 
til tender (about twenty minutes); 
tlion put the apples in a jar; boil 
down the sirup until thick and pour 
over them 

English Pickle, — Two quarts vine- 
gar two onnces curry powder, two 
ounces mnstard. Rnb curry pow 
der, and mustaiil together with lialf a 
pint salail oil; add the vinegar, one 
ounce luinieric, half a pound sugar 
and boil together five iniunte). To 
pre|iaic the pickles take small cucum- 
bers nasturtiums, eanlirtower, onions, 
etc. Let ihciii stand in brine tliirly-8i\ 
hours. Then drain, put in jars ami 
jioiir ever them the above mixture 
boiling hot. Ready for use in a 
month. 

Cncnmher Pickles. — Fill a two-gal- 
Ion stone jar with very small cucum- 
bers, and cover them in boiling water 
aud salt; the second and third morn- 
ing boil the biiiic aud pour over again; 
the finirth nioruiiig take them out 
of the brill' an 1 put llie'.n in boiling 
waier iu ivliieli a piece of alum the 
size of an ogghas been dissolved; let 
them remain in this twenty-four 
hours; the fifth and sixth days cover 
with boiling vinegar, well spiced, and 
let them remain in this nntil used. 



A pood deal depends upon the treat 

ineiit which the cow receives. If well 
fed, it i, uiiiieu(<ssary to dry them oflT 
three or bmr months before calving. 
Vet, as they are )jrotly general treated. 
It needs all the time to recruit tiieir 
exh.-iiisteil energies, and gathering 
strength for their new demand. A 
cow giving milk requires double the 
food lo keep iu tlu) same coudition 
that she does when dry. Now if 
properly fed, a rest one month perhips 
might answer. A cow is better off in 
all respects, if she is kept warm and 
quiet, and tolerable well fed, than to 
bo kicked aronnd and ex)iosed lo the 
weather even though she may be al- 
lowed logo dry t« ice as long. Soiiit 
fanners seem lo think that if their 
cows go dry ihree or four months tliey 
will come out all right. They turn 
them out in the old fields, never feed 
them, never see them, do not know 
where . they arc. Cows are not all 
alike, do not have tbe same habits, 
ond should be managed accordingly. 
A cow thin in fliesh, and run down, 
should he dried oft' cavlv v\ tlie season 

A cow strong, and in g i health 

may be milked nigh np lo tbe tiuic 
of calving, and she will do well. 

If time is given for the udder to en- 
large and otiier organs to assume a 
normal condition, the requirements of 
natnre will have been satisfied and this 
is which should be required.
